WILSON APPROVES 


ARMY PLAN 


Washington, Oct. 14.—President Wilson today; approved Sec. 


rotary Garrison's plan for increasing the arniy.' 'It calls for ah afl-. 
nual expenditure of '$182,000,000 an increase of approximately $T3,- 
000,000. The plan in its approved form will be presented to con- 
gress with the full backing of the administration. 


Much of the increased appropriation would be devoted to coast 


defense and a substantial increase in the f (eld artillery. Details 
as to increases m the personnel of the army.have not been made 
public. 


If the navy which will ask for an increase of $100,000,000 car- 


ries through its plan-making the total naval appropriation $248,- 
000,000, the appropriations for national defense i n c l u d i n g the 
army's $182,000,000 would total $430,000,000. It is probable, how- 
ever that in final form the applii ations will not exceed $400.000,- 
000. 


The administration is coniident that the Democratic leaders in 


both houses will approve the plsu, although it'is not expected ap- 
propriations will be made withuut some examination. 


The president spent practically the entire morning over Seo- 


retary Garrison s estimates anu p^ans which are understood to pro-' 
pose an increase of 30,000 to 50,000 men in the army, and a large 
reserve to be created through inducing men to join the ranks by 
short term enlistments. The plansalso include encouragement of tin 
National Guard and increasing of the number of army officers by 
using the military academy at Wwl Point to its full capacity. Aft- 
er conferring with Assistant Seci etary Breckenridge the president 
laid the plan before Chairman Hay of the house military commit- 
tee. Later he will consult Chaiiman Chamberlain of the senacs 
military committee and other influential leaders of both the sen-' 
ate and the house.

We were an interested spectator Tuesday when protest was 


made to the State Medical Board on behalf o£ the newspapers of 
the state against what was believed to be unwarranted 
and illegal 


assumption of power by the state board. The point at issue was 
this— the state board had incorporated among the qualifications for 
a license to practice in Ohio a prov=sion to the effect that the appli- 
cant pledge himself that he would not advertise, nor would he be- 
came an itinerant. The newspapers contended that there was no 
provision in law for this clause, that it was .unfair, unjust and il- 
legal and that it should be rescinded. The case of the newspapers 
ww ably presented by G. W. C. Perry, of the Chillicothe Gazette, 
Samuel G. McClure, of the Youngstown Telegram, and Attorney 
John P. Phillipps, of Chillicothe, representing the newspaper or- 
ganizations. 


•• 
Mr. McClure, in a remarkably lucid argument, said that the 


newspapers were not protesting against regulation or suppression 
of irresponsible or fraudulent practitioners o£ medicine. They were 
in hearty accord with movements to elevate the standard of the 
medical profession and they were not objecting to the law as it 
ttood on the statute books. They did object to the state medical 
board setting itself up as a law making body and making laws to 
meet its own ideas or what it decided must be the ethics of the med- 
ical profession. "You gentlemen must remember that you are 
here as state officials and as such you ere required to enforce the 
law as it stands, and cannot make law as you might desire it. We 


• contend that yon have no right to say to a. man who comes here 
asking for a license to practice medicine, that he cannot have a 
license unless he agrees not to advertise. There is nothing in the 
law that gives you that power. Any lawyer will tell you that. If 
any man after getting a license advertises illegally, if he advertises 
or attempts to advertise fraudulently, then you have a drastic rem- 
edy in your hands, yon can revoke his certificate. That is the legal 
way for you to act, and it is fair and right !\Ve stand with you 
on that but we do emphatically protest against your body setting 
lip the fact that a man advertises at all. is a valid reason why he 
should be refused a license." 


Seme of the members of thcstate board were 
disposed 
to 


argue ethical points of their profession, while the greater number 
eat still and said nothing. By far the most interesting and consid- 
erate member of the board was a Columbus member named Up- 
ham who made a brief talk in ending the discussion. ' He said that 
the board was actuated by a desire solely to do what was best for 
the people; that they wished to act in accordance with the law. He 
felt satisfied that there would be uo difficulty in au amicable un- 
derstanding as he felt that both parties wanted to do what was 
inht He assured the newspaper men that, the state board did not 
intend to do anything not warranted in law. And there the mat- 
ter rested for the time being. 


Personally and so far as The Times is concerned, we feel 
as 


does Jlr. McClure. We are not insisting upon any man to advertise 
with us unless he wants to. We are not harrying doctors to adver- 
tise. If they feel it is against the ethics of their profession not to 
do so, that is their business and we have no quarrel. We do insist 
though that if a man wants to advertise legitimately, that 
is his 


business and he has a right to do so. We object to advertising be- 
ing considered a penal offense and we do object to medical affairs 
being placed in the hands of a lead pipe trust, which would be ante 
to say who could and who could not practice medicine, and which 
also could fix the fees and raise them from time to time, in the most 
arbitrary manner, regardless of the law. 


And, after our observation of the Ohio Stale Medical Board in 


action we are inclined to the opinion that the newspapers of the 
slate, and the general public of the state, should in the future pay 
more' attention to the appointments that are made on the slate med- 
ical board. When any executive body gets to making laws to suit 
itself, it is time to call a halt.

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AS TO MEDICAL ADVERTISING. 


We were an interested spectator Tuesday 
when protest was 


made to the State 'Medical Board on behalf of the newspapers of 
the state against what was believed to be unwarranted 
and illegal 


assumption of power by the"state board. The point at issue was 
• his—the state board had incorporated,among the qualifications for 
a license to practice in Ohio a provision to the effect Jhat the appli- 
cant pledge himself that he would not advertise, nor would he be- 
come an itinerant. The newspapers contended- that there was no 
provision.™ law for this clause, that it was unfair, unjust and il- 
Ipnal and that it should be rescinded. The case of the newspapers 
was ably presented by G. W. C. Perry, of the Chillicothe Gazetter 
Samuel G. MeClure, of the ToungstoWn 
Telegram, and Attorney 


John P. Phillipps, of Chillicothe, representing the i newspaper or- 
ganizations. 


Mr. McClure, m a remarkably lucid argument, said that the 


newspapers were not protesting against regulation or suppression 
o£ irresponsible or fraudulent practitioners of medicine. They were 
in heaity accord with movements to elevate the standard of the 
medical profession and they were not objecting to the law 'as it 
stood on the statute books. They did object to the state medical 
board setting itself up as a -law making body and making laws to 
meet its own ideas or what it decided must be the ethics of the med- 
ical profession. '"You gentlemen must remember thaf you are 
hero as state officials and as such ycu are required to enforce the 
law as it stands, and cannot make law as you might desire it. We 
contend that you have no right to say to a man who comes here 
asking for a license to practice medicine, that he cannot have a 
license unless he agrees not to advertise. There is nothing in the 
law that gfves you that power. 
Any lawyer* will tell you that. If 


any man after getting a license advertises illegally, if he advertises 
or attempts to advertise fraudulently, then you have a drastic rem- 
edv in your hands, yoiz can revoke his certificate. That is the legal 
way for you to act, and it is fair and right. We'stand with you 
on that but we do emphatically protest against your body setting 
up th? fact that a mail advertises at all is a valid reason why he 
should be refused a license." 


Some of the members of thestate board -were disposed, to 


argue ethical points of their profession, while the greater number 
sat3 still and said nothing. By far the most interesting and consid- 
erate member of tho board was a Columbus member named Up- 
ham who made a brief talk in ending the discussion 
He said that 


the board was actuated by a desire solely to" do what.was best for 
the people; that they wished to act in accordance with the law. He 
felt satisfie'd.that there would be no difficulty in an amicable un- 
derstanding as he felt that both parties wanted to do what was 
ri»ht. He assured the newspaper men that the. state board did not 
intend to do anything not warranted in law. And there the mat- 
ter rested for the time being.

Personally and so far as The Times is concerned, we feel as 


docs Mr. MeClure/'We are not insisting upon any man'to advertise 
with us unless he wants to. We are not-harrying doctors to adver- 
tise. If they feel it is against the ethics of their profession -not to 
do so, that 'is their business and we have no quarrel. We do insist 
though that if a man wants to advertise legitimately, that is his 
business and he, has a right to do so. We object to advertising be- 
ing considered a penal offense and we do object to medical affairs 
being placed in the hands of a lead pipe trust, which'would be able 
to say who could and who could not practice medicine, and.which 
also could fix the fees and raise them from time to time, in the most 
arbitrary manner, regardless of the law. 


And, after our observation of the Ohio State Medical Board in 


action we are inclinedito the opinion that the newspapers of the 
Ktate, and the general public, of the state, should in the future pay- 
more attention to the appointments that are made.on the state med- 
ical board. When any executive. body gets to making laws to suit 
itself, it is-time to call a halt.
